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Water costs could 
bring huge tax hike

Future county water tax rates and 
State Water Project facility and distribu­ 
tion costs proposed for the county - 
should the voters approve bonds for the 
supplemental water from Northern 
California in 1978 or thereabouts - are 
tough to figure at this time, but County 
Water Agency Engineer-M anager 
Charles Lawrance says he feels the tax 
rate might go up as much as ten times 
pending completion of efforts to being 
water to the taps in county homes. 
Lawrance made the prediction in a 
speech given before an audience 
gathered for the third in a series of lec­ 
tures on water problems presented by 
Santa Barbara City College. 


He acknowledged later Thursday that 
his guess “might have been a bit high,” 


however, because he was basing in­ 
flatable cost figures without including 
“inflatable assessed valuation figures” 
of the county, which went up 26 per cent 
to over $l-billion this year. 


In a nutshell, Lawrance also said: 
—County taxpayers are now paying 
about 7 cents per $100 assessed valuation 
on a so-called “ insurance policy” 
designed to keep the county’s hand in on 
the State Project and assure delivery of 
water if and when voters agree to fund it. 


—The county is now paying about 
$700,000 annually to stay within the 
program and the contract it sifpied with 
the State D epartm ent of W ater 
Resources. 
—The county government - and its tax­ 
payers • have invested $8.3 million in the 
venture at this point, all from property 


tax funds, 
—But costs of great magnitude lie 
ahead, with possibly $120 million or more 
needed, for instance, to finance a coastal 
aqueduct to bring water through San 
Luis Obispo County to the Santa Maria 
terminus, more than 70 miles in dis­ 
tance. 
—About $7.7-million annual payments 
would be needed by this county at about 
the time water began arriving. This 
would mean a water tax rate of possibly 
77 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 
—This would be with the assumption 
the county takes its full state water en­ 
titlement of 57,700 acre feet. 
The Water Agency directors last Mon­ 
day reiterated their aim of doing 
whatever was possible to put the State 
Project bonds on the ballot in November,

Nation's unemployment 
falls to 6.9 per cent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Unemploy­ 
ment declined to 6.9 per cent in 
September with some gains for blacks, 
but it reflected no progress in total 
joblessness in six months, the Labor 
Department reported today. 


The September level was 0.2 per cent 
below August. Unemployment has 
hovered around 7 per cent since April, 
refusing to go any lower than the post­ 
recession low of 6.9 per cent. 
This continued sluggishness in the 
labor market is likely to increase pres­ 


sure on President Carter for some 
change in the administration’s economic 
policy. Joblessness was 7.3 per cent 
when he took office in January. 
The present jobless rate compares to a 
recession high of 9 per cent in 1975, and a 
1976 high of 8 per cent. 
Last month's modest 150,000 decline in 
unemployment occurred among workers 
recalled from layoff. Black unemploy­ 
ment fell to 13.1 per cent, reversing an 
August rise to 14.5 per cent that had 
created a public furor.

Senate rejects new 
wage scale proposal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
handed organized labor another victory 
today, rejecting a proposal to exclude 
youths between the ages of 16 and 19 
from a proposed new minimum wage 
scale designed to reach $3.40 an hour by 
1961. 
The Senate defeated, 74 to 23, an 
amendment proposed by Sen. James A. 
McClure, R-Idaho, which would have 
denied the higher pay to the teen-agers 
and then moved toward final passage of 
the minimum wage bill. 
Other plans to put teen-agers on a dif­ 
ferent pay level were expected from Mc­ 
Clure and others, including one from 
Sen. Richard Schweiker, R-Pa., to per­ 
mit employers to pay youths under 20 
years of age 75 per cent of the minimum 
wage for the first six months after the 
legislation is enacted. 
The size of the vote indicated 
organized labor had the backing to keep 
teen-agers and their elders on the same 
pay scale. 
On Thursday, labor scored its first big 
victories of the year with House passage 
of a bill to overhaul the labor law and 
tentative Senate approval of a minimum 
wage of $3.40 an hour by 1961. 
McClure said his amendment would 
encourage employers to hire more 
youths who suffer the highest unemploy­ 
ment rate. 
“By totally eliminating the minimum 
wage for this age group, we give them 


the opportunity to hold that first job,” 
McClure said. "If we are to take any 
meaningful step in the direction of 
reducing youth unemployment, and par­ 
ticularly among minorities, this is the 
most important single step.” 
But Sen. Harrison Williams. D-N.J., 
called the amendment a “snare and 
delusion” that amounted to an invitation 
to substitute young workers — at lower 
pay — for old workers doing the same 
job. 


Restaurant help and other workers 
who depend on tips, also got a better deal 
in the Senate. Tipped workers, who now 
receive 50 per cent of the minimum 
wage, would get 70 per cent by 1961. Hie 
House had rejected any improvement 
Some 4.7 million workers would 
benefit from the Senate plan to raise the 
minimum wage to $2.65 next Jan.l; $2.90 
in 1979; $3 15 in 1960, and $3 40 in 1961. 


The labor will approved, 257-163, by the 
House Thursday would severely penalize 
employers, who violate labor laws, and 
help unions in organizing campaigns — 
particularly against staunchly anti-union 
employers like J.P. Stevens and Co. 


Rep. Frank Thompson, D-N.J., floor 
leader for the bill, described it as a 
“tremendous” victory for labor —

General plan committee 
redraws urban limit line

Lompoc’s Advisory Committee for the 
County General Plan, Thursday, undid 
part of what the committee did the 
previous week. 
The committee redrew the urban-rural 
limit line around the west side of 
Vandenberg Village to sever the approx­ 
imate 450 acres that had been included 
the previous week for growth potential. 
At the same time, the committee let 
stand the previous addition of about 300 
acres due east of Mission Hills. The vote 
to approve the boundary configuration 
along those lines was 14-6. In effect, the 
vote went against a public appeal for the 
addition to the east of a 600-acre parcel, 
zoned 40 acres. 
Highlight of the meeting was a presen­ 
tation by the City of Lompoc, in which 
Jack Lam, community development 
director, spelled out the city’s deter­ 
mination to keep to the present boun­ 
daries on the west, south and east and to 
funnel growth to the north. 
Lam’s 
presentation was significant because it 
laid out in precise terms the city’s 
pullback from the western limit of 
Bailey Avenue that had been set forth in 
1974 


At the same time, Lam said the city 
now wanted to wipe out the commercial 
zoning on huge blocks of land around the 
Wye, north of Lompoc, that had been ten­ 
tatively spelled out a few years ago. 
Lam said the city had done en­ 
vironmental studies showing which lands 
were suitable for development and which 
were not. The studies, however, did not 
dig into land use or zoning. 
Those 
aspects will come later, Lam said. 
The presentation was spurred by the 
sphere of influence studies now under 
way in Lompoc Valley by the Local 
Agency Formation Commission. 
B efore adjourning, com m ittee 
chairman Art Hibbits appointed two sub- 
committes to delve into land use on a 
more intimate basis than is possible with 
the full committee’s complement of 30 
members, 
The subgroups are the rural land use 
subcommittee, which will recommend 
zoning in rural areas outside the urban- 
rural limit lines; and the urban land use 
subcommittee, which will finish drawing 
the line and designate the zoning inside 
the urban area 
Recommendations on all questions will 
be turned over for use by the county 
planning commission. 


tinued to expand to 91.1 million persons 
in September, reflecting a near record 
percentage of jobholders in the 
American population.

The average duration of unemploy­ 
ment rose to 14.5 weeks in September, 
and there was virtually no change during 
the third quarter in the nation’s 1.1 
million discouraged workers who have 
even quit looking for a job. 
Employment rose for both blacks and 
whites in September, creating a 320,000 
increase in the job rolls. An unusually 
large rise of 500,000 for women was of­ 
fset somewhat by a 210,000 decline 
among teenagers. 
Jobs in manufacturing increased sl­ 
ightly, but not enough to reverse an 
August decline. Most new jobs were 
created in service industries — retail 
trade and government. 
Arthur Okun, economic adviser in the 
Johnson administration, warns that un­ 
employment will not improve unless 
there is a change in government policy. 
“ Unem ploym ent 
rem ains high 
because production has not grown 
enough to generate the jobs required to 
get us back to prosperity,” he said 
Thursday.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter said today Senate passage of the 
Panama Canal treaties "is in doubt.” 
But he urged approval despite apparent­ 
ly conflicting statements from Panama­ 
nian officials. 
“Misrepresentations will be presented 
to you” by opponents of turning the 
Canal over to Panama, Carter told the 
Democatic National Committee in a 
speech. “The matter is in doubt. It is not 
going to be easy.” 
By 
misrepresentations, Carter may 
have referred to this week’s leak of a 
State Department cable. It indicated 
Panama feels the United Stales cannot 
use military force in an emergency after 
Panama takes over the waterway in the 
year 2000. 
“There is no doubt in my mind that our 
country’s best interests will be served by 
these treaties,” Carter said. 
In Panama, treaty negotiator Carlos 
Lopez Guevara said in a nationwide 
television interview Thursday that 
current treaty language does not give 
the United States unilateral rights to in­ 
tervene. 
Lopez Guevara said the canal’s 
neutrality after the year 2000 will be 
maintained “by its impartiality — 
because Panama will be the exclusive 
administrator of the canal.” 
Today, however, the State Department 
monitored a Panamanian news release 
which quoted canal negotiator and 
Education Minister Aristides Royo tell­ 
ing high school teachers the United 
States has the right to intervention in ex­ 
treme circumstances such as an attack 
on the waterway. 
“A bombing to close the canal means a 
violations of the canal’s neutrality,” he 
was quoted. 
“You would ask whether the United 
States would intervene with its military 
force as a power? The reply is ‘yes,’ the 
United States can take this type of action 
because the treaty stipulates that they 
have a commitment to maintain,” Royo 
said. 
In addition to release of the neutrality 
cable by Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan, a dil 


fere nee has also surfaced over U.S. 
interpretation that its ships will have 
priority use of the canal in the event of 
war сиг other emergency. 


After controversy erupted in the U.S. 
Senate on release of the cable, Panama­ 
nian officials also went public with their 
own conflicting views of the treaty 
language in these two areas. 
State Department spokesman Ken 
Brown confirmed for reporters Thurs­ 
day, “We are in touch with Panama with 


the view to clarifying points of in­ 
terpretation.” He said he expects the 
new talks to result in a statement 
“published in agreed form.” 
American negotiators Ellsworth 
Bunker and Sol Linowitz met late Thurs­ 
day at the Panamanian Embassy with 
envoy Gabriel Lewis Galindo in what 
Brown described as part “of a series of 
consultations to assess the effects of the 
debates and discussions, which are going 
on in the two countries about the 
treaties.”

Members of the City Vandalism Com­ 
mittee may have surprised themselves 
last night with the number of promising 
proposals they submitted to combat 
crim e generally and vandalism 
specifically in Lompoc 
Kathy Cabrera, Office of Criminal 
Justice Planning in Santa Maria, kicked 
off the two-hour meeting with a 10- 
minute rundown of anti-vandalism 
programs employed by other cities. 
Cabrera’s research, which dealt with 
graffiti and vandalism, centered around 
unique approaches used in Philadelphia, 
Yerba Buena in the Bay Area, Los 
Angeles County and Santa Barbara 
At least three of Cabrera’s models 
used “school as the vehicle,” pointed out 
Lompoc High School Principal Robert 
Paisola. 
The principal’s observation sparked a 
spicy debate between himself, Municipal 
Court Judge Terrill Cox and Lompoc 
Police Chief J.D Smith. 
“It’s all too easy to say that all the 
vandalism committed in Lompoc is com­ 
m itted by Lompoc High School 
students,” Paisola said, urging the panel 
to look into other approaches to the 
problem. 
. 
“What I am saying,” Paisola con­ 
tinued, “is don’t cop out. Vandalism is * 
community problem and don’t try to 
always depend on the schools to solve 
it.” 
Both Cox and Smith agreed vandalism 
is a community problem but at the same 
time argued that the school system 
presented probably the best avenue to 
approach juvenile crime. 
“It was my contention, at least from 
what I see in court,” Cox explained, 
“that apparently a great deal of it (van­ 
dalism) must be done by juveniles 
because I don’t see a lot of it in adult 
court." 
Hie group’s attention then turned to 
the section of the Civil Code which spells 


out the liability of parents for crimes 
committed by their children. Hie com­ 
mittee decided the three-paragraph sec­ 
tion could be a “a valuable piece of 
literature,” and requested City Attorney 
Alan Davidson to reduce it for use in 
newsletters, the media or in a poster 
campaign. 
In a surprise development, Girls Club 
Director Sandy Skinner and Santa Bar­ 
bara County Supervising Probation Of­ 
ficer Craig Hamlin revealed they had ap­ 
plied for CETA (Comprehnesive 
Employment Training Act) funds to 
finance a work-compensation program 
primarily for court wards. Monies would 
pay for supervision and insurance coats. 
Skinner said the primary emphasis of 
the project would be to repair damaged 
or vandalized property. She said it would 
be administered through the Girls Club 
and probably would Incorporate youth 
from Casa Floral. 
At the request of the Parks and 
Recreation Department, the panel then 
addressed the problem of broken glass in 
city parks—primarily Ryon Park. Hie 
committee was discussing prohibiting 
bottles in city parks when Boys Club 
Director Ken Dial suggested something 
even more stringent. 
“I would like to recommend that we go 
a little further and prohibit alcoholic 
beverages in all city parks,” Dial said, 
“with the condition a group could apply 
for a special permit to allow drinking at 
a function.” 
But, there was little support for Dial’s 
idea. 
“It’s an American right to have beer in 
the park along with watermelon,” 
pleaded Davidson. 
Police Chief Smith said such an or­ 
dinance would be “very tough” to en­ 
force and virtually impossible if there 
were exceptions. 
After a lengthy discussion, the com­ 
mittee decided to study a city ordinance 
to require deposits on beer bottles and 
cans.

Concep­ 
cion “will have a definite im­ 
pact on county government,” 
while county in te re sts are 
basically ignored by sta te 
d ecision -m ak ers, th e new 
County LNG Siting Task Force 
is recommending to the Board 
of Supervisors Monday that it 
set up policies to safeguard 
county interests in such a siting 
process thro u g h th e T ask 
Force.

created the Task Force Sept 26 
after reviewing mutual con­ 
cerns of county planners and 
the Office of Environmental 
Quality (OEQ). 
It includes 
representatives of Planning 
Department, OEQ. County 
Counsel and the Local Coastal 
Program, under chairmanship 
of Planning D irecto r B ritt 
Johnson. 
The Task Force report going 
before the board Monday signed 
by Johnson is also asking the 
board: 
— To determine that it is in 
the best interests of the county 
that all activities relating to the 
LNG siting process be coor­ 
dinated through the County 
Task Force “ for m axim um 
program effectiveness and ef­ 
ficiency.” 
— To direct the Task Force 
chairman or his designate to 
contact the S ta te P u b lic 
Utilities Commission, State 
Coastal Commission, and any 
other Federal. State, regional, 
or local agency, inform ing 
them of the Task Force and its 
direction by the board in the 
siting process 
The Task F o rc e would

Tv violence case 
suspect found guilty 


MIAMI (UPI) — Spending 
less than two hours in delibera­ 
tion. a jury late Thursday con­ 
victed 
15-year-old 
Ronny 
Zamora of first degree murder 
in the “television addiction’’ 
case that drew nationwide at­ 
tention. 
In returning the verdict, the 
nine men and three women 
rejected defense arguments 
Zamora killed an elderly widow 
in a moment of insanity in 
which he felt he was playing out 
a television drama. 
Just one hour and 56 minutes 
a fter the jury began its 
deliberations, the panel notified 
Circuit Court Judge Paul Baker 
a verdict had been reached. 
The jurors found Zamora 
guilty of first degree murder in 
the shooting death of 82-year- 
old Elinor Haggart, and also 
guilty of arm ed robbery, 
burglary and possession of a 
firearm in the commission of a 
felony. 
The olive-skinned Zamora 
paled as a court clerk read the 
verdict just before midnight, 
but his face remained blank — 
as it had through most of the 
nine days of historic courtroom 
drama 
Zamora could receive max­ 
imum sentences of life in prison 
on the murder and two of the 
robbery charges — without pos­ 
sibility of parole for 25 years. 
The state did not ask for the 
death penalty b ecause of 


Zamora’s age. 
The trial marked the first 
time in legal annals a defendant 
had pleaded innocent because 
“prolonged, involuntary sub­ 
lim inal 
intoxication with 
television” had made him in­ 
sane at the time of a murder. 
For the first time too, a 
murder trial was taped for 
television and hours of proceed­ 
ings were shown nightly to the 
public as part of a year-long ex­ 
periment to educate people 
about the judicial system. News t 
photographers were allowed to 
take still p ictures in the 
courtroom — a rarity. 
Defense attorney Ellis Rubin 
said he would seek a new trial 
on appeal. 
Baker granted Rubin’s mo­ 
tion for a pre-sentence in­ 
vestigation and set sentencing 
for Nov. 7. 
Zamora had confessed to 
police that he shot Mrs. 
Haggart, his next door neigh­ 
bor, when she surprised him 
and another boy last June as 
they were robbing her Miami 
Beach home. 
Prosecutors attacked Gil­ 
bert’s testimony that Zamora 
was insane during the instant it 
took him to pull the trigger. 
“ T he w orld is fu ll of 
violence,” one prosecutor said. 
“The exposure to that violence 
does not make you legally in­ 
sane. or we would have free 
license for whatever.” 
Feds 'underestimate' 
farm worker numbers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government doesn’t really 
know how many farm workers 
are in the United S tates and is 
seriously underestimating the 
number it should be helping 
through a variety of special aid 
program s, a 
rural 
group 
charged today. 
The public interest group. 
Rural America, said its own 
study produces a “ conser­ 
vative” estimate showing there 
are nearly 1.6 million migrant 
and seasonal farm workers who 
support another 3.2 million 
dependents 
But four separate federal 
agencies produce four different 
estimates of the same people, 
ranging from a low of 255,400 
workers alone in one case to a 
high of 2.7 million workers and 
dependents combined in ano­ 
ther, spokesmen said 
“It is hard to understand how 
the federal government can 
allocate millions of dollars each 
year for farm worker programs 
and know so little and be so con­ 
fused about the group they are 
serving.” said Clay Cochran, 


executive director of Rural 
America. 
“The study also makes one 
w onder if the bureaucrat* have 
been trying to define farm w ork­ 
ers out of existence,” he added. 
The Rural America study by 
Karen Spellman, the group’s 
research director, concluded 
the differing estimates were 
due to different government 
definitions of farm workers. 
One Labor Department agency, 
for example, excludes people 
who work on horticultural crops 
in making its count, while an 
A g r ic u ltu r e D ep a rtm en t 
agency includes them. 
“Some government agencies 
set a minimum number of days 
that a person has to work before 
he or she can be counted, others 
have no minimum,” Cochran 
noted. 
Cochran 
said 
P resident 
Carter should order federal 
agencies to develop a single, ac­ 
curate means of counting farm 
workers and also should get 
reliable data on unemployment 
and underemployment in small 
towns and rural areas. 


BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia 
(UPI) — E a st G erm any 
w arned the W est at the 
Belgrade Conference today that 
nobody has the right to tell 
others how to run their own af­ 
fairs. 
The statem en t by E ast 
German delegate Ernst Kra- 
batsch was taken by delegates 
as a direct reply to earlier at­ 
tacks by the United States and 
other Western countries on 
human rights violations in the 
Soviet bloc. 
Just before Krabatsch spoke, 
the Vatican told the 35-nation 
meeting that full religious 
liberty is still lacking in 
“various regions.” 
Krabatsch said the 1975 
Helsinki Accords, now being 
reviewed at Belgrade, con­ 
firmed one basic conclusion: 
“Nobody must attempt, 
on 
the basis of one or another 
political consideration, to pre­ 
scribe to other people how to 
arrange their internal affairs. 
“The people of every state — 
and the people alone — have the 
sovereign right to settle their 
internal affairs. Another ap­ 
proach would be inconsistent 
with international law and a 
dangerous foundation for inter­ 
national cooperation.” 
Nuclear plant 
plans believed 
open to public 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Floor plans of nuclear facilities 
are available to the general 
public, including potential sabo­ 
teurs, at public document 
rooms, the newsletter Energy 
Today warns. 
A report prepared for the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion by Sandia Laboratories 
already has highlighted the 
problem, according to the 
newsletter. 
The report, according to 
Energy Today, said “publica­ 
tion of detailed plant informa­ 
tion in public document rooms 
or disclosure of details in open 
meetings may offer a signifi­ 
ca n t aid to a p o te n tia l 
saboteur.” 
Energy Today said R.G. 
Page, deputy director of NRC’s 
safeguards division, responded 
in a letter, and said “consider­ 
ing the extensive security in 
place at licensed facilities, we 
do not believe that the dis­ 
closure of this type of data is 
detrimental to the protection of 
the facility.” 


CIA still spies 
on public, says 
ex-Nixon aide 


SPO K A N E (U P I) - A 
former senior staff member of 
the National Security Council 
during the Nixon Administra­ 
tion said Thursday the CIA was 
still very actively spying on 
American citizens and the only 
way to control the agency was 
to abolish it. 


Morton Halperin said that 
even though the unprecedented 
release of information in recent 
years on domestic CIA activi­ 
ties has stopped, the agency 
continues quietly to spy on the 
lawful activities of U.S. citi­ 
zens. 


“People say the covert ac­ 
tivities don’t happen anymore, 
but you must remember the 
very essence of these activities 
has been kept secret,” Halperin 
told an audience at Gonzaga 
University. 
“You cannot effectively con- 


trol a covert agency like the 
CIA. The only thing to do is 
abolish it.” 
Basing his information on the 
report by Sen. Frank Church s 
committee investigation on in­ 
telligence activities, Halperin 
also made note of CIA activities 
in the academic field. 
“The CIA has secret em­ 
ployes — secret agents 
on 
over 100 college campuses. 
They pretend to be professors 
and administrators, and in 
some cases even graduate stu­ 
dents. 
“ They p erform a w ide 
variety of functions, and they 
are constantly on the lookout 
for future CIA agents.” 
Halperin also said these 
agents were responsible for 
creating and distributing false 
information on any number of 
subjects in the guise of authen­ 
tic academic discussion.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
an effort to deal with the cause 
of several airplane crashes, in­ 
cluding one that claimed the 
life of Frank Sinatra’s mother, 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board wants air traffic 
controllers to require airplane 
crews to read back new altitude 
assignments. 
The board said Thursday 
d efects in com m unication 
procedures which have caused 
other accidents appeared in the 
crash which killed Mrs. Natalie 
Sinatra, 82, and three others in 
January. Mrs. Sinatra was 


en route from California to Las 
Vegas to see her son perform. 
The board recommended that 
the FAA require a controller 
who issues an altitude assign­ 
m ent or d irectio n for a 
“heading” to require the crew 
to read back the clearance if 
the pilot fails to do so on his 
own. 
The Gates Learjet crashed 
into a mountain in bad weather, 
killing Mrs. Sinatra, a friend, 
Mrs. Ann Carbone of Cliffside 
Park, N .J., and the crew . 
Donald Weier, 36, and Jerold 
Roley, 43. both of Las Vegas

Chances bad for passage 
of inmate exchanges bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
spite appeals to “get our kids 
home” for Christmas, Congress 
appears unlikely to complete 
action this year on legislation 
enabling more than 500 Ameri­ 
cans imprisoned in Mexico to 
transfer to prisons in the United 
States 
Rep Joshua Eilberg. chair­ 
man of a House Judiciary sub­ 
committee. vowed swift action 
Thursday to dear the measure 
for action by the full commit­ 
tee. But the Pennsylvania 
Dem ocrat cautioned, 
‘the 
chances are not good that the 
full committee can consider 
this before the end of the ses­ 
sion." 
Congress is expected to 
adjourn 
before Thanksgiving 
and not return to Washington 
until the new year. The 


measure provides legal authori­ 
ty to implement the exchange 
of prisoners. 
Last year the United States 
and Mexico agreed to a treaty 
to allow U S citizens convicted 
of drug offenses in Mexico to 
serve sentences in U.S. jails 
while Mexican citizens impris­ 
oned in the United States would 
be transfered to Mexican jails. 
The treaties were signed a 
year ago. sparking hope the 
Americans might be home for 
Christmas, 1976 But the agree­ 
ment was tied up for several 
months in the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and was 
not ratified by the Senate until 
several months ago 
“Let’s get our kids home,” 
Texas Attorney General John 
Hill urged the House subcom­ 
mittee.

LONDON (UPI) — Women 
over 35 who take contraceptive 
pills and smoke run a higher 
risk of death from heart dis­ 
ease, according to two studies 
reported Friday in The Lancet, 
a British medical journal. 
The report was accompanied 
by a joint statement from the 
presidents of the Royal College 
of Obstetricians and Gynecolo­ 
gists and the Royal College of 
General Practitioners warning 
against immediate panic. 


Both studies, carried out in­ 
dependently, advised women 
over 35 to consider switching to 
some other means of contracep­ 
tion 
Any woman over 30 who has 
been taking oral contraception 
for more than five years and 
also smokes was likewise urged 
to switch 


The warning did not apply to 
women under 30 taking con­ 
traceptive pills, but they were 


advised to stop smoking be­ 
cause it magnifies the side- 
effects of oral contraception 
The study by the practi­ 
tioners’ college involved 46.000 
women since 1968 Half of them 
were using oral contraception 
The results showed that deaths 
due to circulatory disease — 
such as thrombosis — were 
almost five times higher than 
among women not taking the 
pill. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Na­ 
tionwide “anti-Bakke” demon­ 
strations by civil rights, labor 
and student groups will begin 
here Saturday in connection 
with Supreme Court arguments 
on the California “reverse dis­ 
crimination” case. 
The program was revealed 
Thursday at a news conference 
by Rep. John Conyers, who said 
the California Supreme Court 
decision in favor of Allan 
Bakke, a rejected white appli­ 
cant to the University medical 
school, "presents a grave 
threat to efforts to remedy past 
discrimination against blacks 
and other minority citizens” in 
education, employment and 
other areas.” 
Conyers said a “National Day 
of Protest” will be held Oct. 8 
with a march from Lafayette 
Park in front of the White 
House to the Capitol grounds 
for a rally. He said the move 
has been endorsed by 200 
organizations 
Belinda Lightfoot, the local 
organizer, said there will be an 
all-night vigil on Tuesday, the 
day before arguments take 
place in the high court, and 
picketing on the sidewalk 
around the building if a permit 
can be obtained 
Prof 
Arthur Kinoy of Rut­ 
gers University concurred with 
Conyers 
Labeling the case 


“one of the most serious” in 
Supreme Court history, he said 
the “elementary advances” of 
blacks in the 1960s will be 
swept aside unless “ people 
speak up.” 


Asked if there is any danger 
in asking the Supreme Court to 
respond 
to demonstrations, 
Conyers said the idea is not to 
coerce the justices but to im­ 
press them with how important 
many people view their ruling.

LOS A N G ELES (U PI) - | 
Rose Bird, first woman chief 
justice of the California Su­ 
preme Court, delivered a sex 
discrimination opinion in verse 
Thursday. 
It was not a judicial decision 
— but her opinion of a club for 
distinguished attorneys that has 
admitted no women except 
those, as she put it, “ hired to 
jump out of a cake.” 
The chief justice, invited to 
address the Chancery Club, 
read the members her poem, 
criticizing the society. 


“ You’re a microcosm, in my 
humble estimation. 
Of our society’s dilemma 
when dealing with discrimina­ 
tion. 
Women members, it’s been 
said, you simply do not take 
Unless, of course, they’ve 
b^en hired to jump out of a 
cake.” 
Cheers and laughter greeted 
that line. 


Mrs. Bird, who had been a 
lawyer and a professor of law at 
Stanford University, was ap­ 
pointed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. in March. 
The appointment was criti­ 
cized by some members of the 


bar because she did not have ex­ 
perience as a judge, but it was 
hailed by others as a significant 
breakthrough for women. 
Her poem continued: 
“ The burden women lawyers 
bear, due to such exclusion, 
v Can only serve to perpetuate 
a dangerous illusion That what 
you can’t see isn’t there and, 
therefore, isn’t real But illu­ 
sions are not human beings who 
think and act and feel, 
The problem cannot be ig­ 
nored, it will not go away, 
And I think that you can 
scarce afford to delay it day by 
day. 
If women are treated as se­ 
cond class within our shared 
profession, 
Where w ill you choose to 
cease the exercise of that dis­ 
cretion?” 
M em b ers 
laughed 
and 
cheered her poem. 
Club president George Whit­ 
ney said the club does not have 
an exclusionary policy, and has 
black and Jewish members, but 
prospects must be nominated 
by other members and until 
recently no women w ere 
proposed. 
He said some women lawyers 
are now under consideration.

High housing costs 
laid to legislation 


SA N D IE G O ( U PI) - 
“ Beneficial” 
legislation gets

San Jose coeds 


using whistles 


SAN JO S E (U PI) - The 
latest coed fashion on the 
campus of San Jose State 
University is a police whistle 
worn around the neck. 


The whistle is no ornament 
but a response to a rash of 
rapes in the campus area — 
seven since classes resumed in 
September and 22 since Janua­

Police who guard the univer­ 
sity’s 28.000 students say their 
task is difficult because the 
campus is bordered on the east 
by scattered halfway houses for 
alcoholics, drug abusers, the 
mentally ill and paroled con­ 
victs, some of them sex of­ 
fenders. 
" It is not like having a univer­ 
sity all by itself out in the 
woods,” said information of­ 
ficer Jim Noah.

Opposition to a proposed 
southerly bypass of Solvang as 
delineated in master road plans 
for the Santa Ynez Valley 
prepared by county circulation 
department was expressed by a 
group of residents of the Fjord 
Drive area of Alisal Glen at a 
meeting of the circulation sub­ 
committee of the Valley Ad­ 
visory Committee Wednesday 
night. 
About 18 persons, most of 
them from the Alisal Glen sec­ 
tion, joined the subcommittee 
for the session which was the 
third held by the group for the 
purpose of explaining future 
road plans for the valley 
The subcommittee is part of 
the parent advisory committee 
now in the process of for­ 
mulating a new comprehensive 
plan. 
Fillmore Condit, a member 
of the subcommittee, reported 
on action taken at the Sept. 26 
m e e tin g of th e S olvang 
Business Assn., at which Con­ 
dit, a representative on the ad­ 
visory committee from the 
SBA, described via the use of a 
map future road plans for the 
Solvang area. 
Condit told the subcommittee 
the SBA favored a southerly 
bypass, agreed that four-lane 


i roads were not needed in the 
| valley, and that Mission Drive 
through town should remain a 
two-lane artery. 
During a dis­ 
cussion, members of the sub­ 
committee noted that some 
“ misunderstanding'' had arisen 
as a result of the SBA session 
when Condit told members the 
subgroup favored a “northerly 
bypass” west of town and off 
Highway 246 to Chalk Hill 
Road, to Atterdag and to Mis­ 
sion Drive. 
The proposed route suggested 
by the subcommittee is not con­ 
sidered, acting chairman David 
Parker said, as a bypass, but in­ 
stead a relief road to handle 
traffic traveling to and from 
the Chalk Hill Road area which 
he said has grown considerably 
and will continue to grow with 
the advent of additional housing 
units. 
It was also pointed out that 
the suggested northerly road

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Rackets figure killed 
by remote-control bombing 


C L E V E L A N D (U P I) - 
Cleveland rackets figure Daniel 
J. “ Danny” Greene, who sur­ 
vived a bombing that leveled 
his apartment-office building in 
1975, was killed by a remote- 
control bomb Thursday in sub­ 
urban Lundhurst. 
“ At least two of my agents 
have viewed the body and they 
tell me they have known Danny 
Greene and it is Danny 
Greene,” said Dave Edmisten 
of the U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms. 
There was no immediate 
positive identification of the 
body from Cuyahoga County 
Coroner Dr. Samuel Gerber, 
who went to the bombing scene. 
Gerber indicated he might 
make a statement on the killing 
today. 
Greene, 47, former boss of 
the Cleveland dockworkers un­ 
ion. was killed in a parking lot 
outside an office building. Ed­ 
misten said the bombing was 


similar to last May’s remote- 
control bomb slaying of reputed 
Cleveland Mafia boss John 
Nardi. 
“ Danny’s car was parked 
alongside another car, which 
contained an explosive device,” 
Edmisten said. “ According to 
my reports, the explosive 
device was triggered remotely, 
exploding ... when Danny was 
close enough to be killed.” 
The old Chevrolet that con- 
tain ed 
the 
bomb 
was 
demolished. It was parked next 
to a late-model Lincoln Conti­ 
nental that authorities assumed 
Greene was using, although it 
was not registered in his name. 
Nardi, a Teamsters Union of­ 
ficial. died in a parking lot near 
his office. As he was about to 
enter his car, a bomb blast 
demolished a car — later found 
to have been stolen — parked 
next to his. 
Greene was questioned about 
the Nardi bombing and an 


earlier explosion that killed 
reputed Cleveland rackets’ czar 
Alex “ Shondor” Bims. 
“ Danny Greene has been 
suspected in other bombings 
but we have not named him as 
someone to be prosecuted in 
other bombings,” Edmisten 
said. 
“ There has been a series of 
bombings of people closely as­ 
sociated with Danny Greene, 
or, on the opposite side of the 
fence,” he said. “ Danny has ap­ 
parently been in the middle of 
this kind of business for some 
time.” 
Edmisten said he does not 
think Greene was killed while 
planting a bomb. 
“ I would think that Danny 
was the intended victim,” he 
said. “ The blast pinned him un­ 
der the wreckage of the car so 
that apparently he was very 
near the car that contained the 
explosive device and the car 
which he was entering.” 


'Talkies' anniversary noted 


HOLLYWOOD (U PI) - Put­ 
ting Polish complaints aside, 
Hollywood celebrated the 50th 
anniversary of the birth of “ the 
ta lk ie s ” 
T h u rsd ay, 
resurrecting A1 Jolson’s “ The 
Jazz Singer” and some of 
Jolson’s contemporaries for a 
parade down Sunset Boulevard. 
The ceremonies, with the 
Postal Service joining in, 
marked half a century to the 
day since “ The Jazz Singer” 
was released as the first com­ 
m ercial film with a syn­ 
chronized sound track, dooming 
the silent movies. 
The Postal Service issued a 
commemorative stamp which 


on Thursday only — could be 
purchased only in Hollywood. It 
went on sale in the rest of the 
nation today. 
A Marine Corps marching 
band boomed down Sunset 
Boulevard, leading a parade of 
antique autos carrying old time 
movie stars. They included 
Jolson’s ex wife, dancer Ruby 
Keeler, now 67, plump and 
walking with a cane, but still at­ 
tracting autograph seekers. 
" It makes you feel great 
when they remember you,” she 
said. “ I hope they will always 
remember me.”

1922, five years before 
the Jolson film ’s premiere, 
when Prof. Joseph Tykocinski- 
Tykociner. a Polish immigrant, 
demonstrated his invention at 
the University of Illinois. 
Radycki wrote earlier to 
Postmaster General Benjamin 
Bailar in protest, backed by 
W L Everitt. dean emeritus of 
the university’s school of 
engineering, who said the first 
showing was witnessed by one 
¡of the school’s professors, 
Ellery Paine. 
By coincidence, the postmas­ 
ter general grew up in Urbana. 
111., near the university. 
“ Professor Paine was a 
neighbor of yours on Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue,” the dean chided 
the postal chief. “ Your father 
says you were acquainted with 
him ” 
Police chiefs 
vote against 
homosexuals 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police went on record 
Thursday against allowing 
homosexuals to be police of­ 
ficers. 
The resolution was adopted 
without debate by delegates 
winding up the association's 
six-day convention. 
The resolution is in accord 
with the Supreme Court ruling 
this week that school boards 
may dismiss homosexual tea­ 
chers. said the association’s 
outgoing president. Los Angeles 
Police Chief Edward M Davis, 
who has been resisting efforts 
for some years to make him ac­ 
cept homosexual officers in his 
department. 
Police officers must go into 
homes and schools, and should 
be able to set a good example 
for other citizens, Davis said 
“ The importance of a police­ 
man being someone people can 
relate to rather precludes 
someone who is an open, ob­ 
vious ostentatious homosex­ 
ual.” he said. 
Davis said that he has to fire 
“ two or three homosexuals a 
year — policemen who go and

Evidence of plague 
found in Oregon 


CRATER LAKE NATIONAL 
PARK, Ore. (U PI) - A sick 
golden mantle ground squirrel 
found in a remote northeast 
corner of the park last month 
died of Sylvan plague. Superin­ 
tendent Frank J Betts reported 
Thursday. 


Betts said a positive plague 
test was received from the Fort 
Collins (Colo.) Center. 
Betts said there is no indica­ 
tion at this time of an epidemic 
of plague animals. 


He said other animals have 
been examined and fleas taken 
from them sent to the 
laboratory since the finding of 
the sick squirrel He said it will 
be another three weeks before 
the result of the flea tests are 
known 
Sylvan plague is common in 


rodent populations and has oc­ 
curred in this area of Oregon 
before, the superintendent ad­ 
ded. 
Betts said there is no reason 
for alarm, but that visitors in 
the park and hunters outside the 
park, near the northeast cor­ 
ner, especially around the Bear 
Creek area should not handle 
rodents. 
The disease can be transmit­ 
ted to humans or other animals 
by direct contact or by being 
bitten by infested fleas 
Betts said if a sick or dead 
animal is found the person 
should not handle or touch the 
animal, but contact park 
headquarters if inside the park. 
If outside the park, he said, the 
nearest U S 
Forest Service 
ranger station should be noti­ 
fied 


Students try for speed 
record in aluminum car

FLATS, Utah (U P I) - Students 
from Western Washington State 
College worked through the 
night to “ cut the engine in half” 
on 
their 
experim ental 
aluminum car to try for a 
national speed record. 
Dr. Mike Seal, faculty advi­ 
sor to the team, said Thursday 
night his crew would dismantle 
the twin rotary engine and 
remove half its parts and power 
to attempt the just-set record 
for H sports racing cars. 
The sleek car arrived at the 
Salt Flats Tuesday and immedi­ 
ately drew most of the spec­ 
tator attention. Designed and 
built by students and techni­ 
cians at the Bellingham, Wash , 
school's Vehicle Research In­ 
stitute. the car is a prototype 
economy car. 
Seal said the speed record at­ 
tempts are designed to find the 
maximum speed from which 
they can refine the car’s 
aerodynamics and ultimately 
its fuel efficiency. 
Equipped with a stock Mazda 
rotary Wednesday the car went 
142 mph The crew switched to 
a racing type engine in an at­ 
tempt to break the G Sports 
Racing record of 157 mph .but 


the motor started breaking up 
at about 150 mph 
Seal said they decided to “cut 
the engine in half” and go for 
the 1.500 cc record set this week 
of 55 4 mph He said the racing 
engine was an old model rotary 
and was much more fragile 
than later models 


Female cop 
apprehends 
elephant 


HOUSTON (U P I) — Houston 
police spoke of some kind of 
special award for Wanda 
Boehm, the traffic officer who 
tamed a runaway 9,000-pound 
Indian elephant. But she said 
she probably already has had 
all the credit she deserves. 
The diminutive traffic officer 
happened to be in the vicinity 
earlier this week when three 
elephants broke from a down­ 
town circus parade, sideswip- 
ing cars and slamming into 
buildings 
No one was hurt, 
despite the havoc. 
Miss Boehm met one of the 
runaways. Big Lydia, storming 
out of the garage of a funeral 
parlor. Lydia was confused and 
the garage was a wreck. 
But Miss Boehm simply grab­ 
bed the elephant by the trunk, 
calmed her down and waited for 
the trainer. 
Lt. J.D. Riley. Miss Boehm’s 
boss, said offering the officer a 
citation “ has been discussed. 
But we can’t decide exactly 
how to word the comments. 
We’ve never had anything like 
this occur before.” 
Miss Boehm, a 2Vk-year 
veteran of the force, who said 
she was “ too old to be asked” 
her age, said, “ I think it (the 
capture) has been overrated. I 
really don't want a citation. 
“ We (Miss Boehm and her 
partner) saw the elephant and I 
jumped out of the car and 
chased it and grabbed its trunk. 
About that time the trainer 
came up. I just grabbed it by 
the nose and it stopped. That’s 
all. 
“ I was not frightened at the 
time, but when I saw the news 
later ...” She didn’t bother to 
finish the sentence. 
How did she know to grab the 
trunk? 
“ If you were going to grab an 
elephant, where would you grab 
him? That’s the littlest part,” 
she explained. 
But she gave credit where 
credit was due. 
“ It was a nice elephant as 
elephants go.” 
Riley said he was pleased 
because Miss Boehm’s point 
control division — a sort of 
downtown intensive care unit 
for jammed traffic — seldom 
wins recognition

McRae s mentor 
Charlie Hustle haunts Yankees

NEW YORK (UPI) - Pete Rose didn’t make the 
playoffs, but it’s okay. Someone’s using his proxy 
Pete knows the fellow well. He certainly should 
because it’s one of his old buddies who played with him 
on the Cincinnati Reds for three years. 
Now that Hal McRae is with the Kansas City Royals, 
he hasn’t forgotten any of thoae things Pete Rose 
taught him. He gave the New York Yankees a little 
sample around second base Thursday night with a roll­ 
ing body block in the sixth inning that broke up a dou­ 
ble play and nearly broke second baseman Willie Ran­ 
dolph in two as well. 
You could hear the bones rattling clear up in the 
bleachers McRae s slide into Randolph was vintage 
Pete Rose and evoked memories of the way the Reds’ 
superstar practically ground up little Bud Harrelson in 
a similar play during the 
1973 National League 
playoffs with the New York Meta 
The Yanks won the ball game, 62, squaring their 
American League playoffs with the Royals at one 
game apiece, but Randolph possibly may rem em ber 
the enormous force with which McRae barreled into 
him the rest of his life. 
“Next time, if he’s not down, I’m going to throw it 
right at his eyes,” said the slender, 166pound Ran­ 
dolph, referring to what he aims to do with the ball the 
next time the stocky l86pound McRae comes bearing 
down on him trying to break up a double play 


"Of course I was angry,” muttered the Yankee se­ 
cond baseman “ He did the sam e thing to me last year, 
and I sprained my wrist. I don’t say he was deliberate­ 
ly trying to hurt me but there was no call for what he 
did. I don’t think it was right.” 
Yankee Manager Billy M artin was more upset over 
the manner in which Randolph was manhandled than 
Randolph was himself. He protested to second base 
umpire Marty Springstead that McRae’s slide was il­ 
legal and that the double play should have been called. 
Springstead said he saw nothing to make him reverse 
his decision about McRae’s slide. 
“ I didn’t think it was very professional,” said 
Martin, who knows all about those kind of slides, hav­ 
ing played second base once for the Yankees himself 
“ If I was the second basem an, I would have done 
something.” 
He paused there a moment. Then someone asked 
him what he would’ve done and Martin told him. 
“ Last time anyone ever did that to me, I took the 
ball and threw it right in his mouth," he said. 
The play evolved this way: 
With the Royals trailing, 2-1, and one out in the sixth, 
little Freddy Patek doubled to deep right-center off 
Ron Guidry and McRae followed with a walk George 
B rett then bounced to third baseman G raig Nettles, 
who fired to Randolph for the second out. 
Randolph was about to relay the ball to first base 
when McRae rocked him with the kind of tooth-rattling 
cross-body block that would’ve warmed the cockles of 


Woodie Hayes’ heart. 
In the ensuing confusion, Patek scampered across 
the plate, but the vision of their second baseman being 
hit that way so aroused the Yanks, they came back 
with three runs in the bottom of the sixth to wrap up 
the ball game 
McRae hit Randolph hard, but he hit him cleanly. 
“ I’ve seen Pete do it hundreds of tim es,” said 
McRae “He isn’t trying to hurt anybody, he’s just 
looking to break up the double play. The same thing 
with me. I wasn’t trying to hurt Randolph. It was a 
rolling slide and there was nothing dirty about it. On a 
play like that, I was going to make sure not to miss 
him. We’re not supposed to be buddy-buddy out there ” 
Told that Randolph had threatened to throw the ball 
squarely between his eyes next time, McRae never 
even blinked. 
“ If that’s what he feels he ought to do, then that’s 
what he should do,” said McRae “ I’ve been sliding 
this same way for years. Today’s ballplayers are get­ 
ting away from it. Maybe they’re concerned about get­ 
ting hurt. They’ve got long-term contracts and some of 
them are playing ’safety first.’ I’ve got a long-term 
contract, too, but I don’t play safety first ” ’ 
Hal McRae went to school at Florida A&M, where 
01’ Jake Gaither always taught his players to be what 
he called “ agile, mobile and hostile.” 
He probably would’ve completely endorsed that roll­ 
ing body block of McRae’s.

Mackerel catch 
baffles experts

Biologists are unable to explain it, but the waters off the coast of 
Santa Barbara are infested with mackerel. 
The Sea Landing fishing facility pulled in an unbelievable 506 
mackerel in one day this week and the trend shows no signs of sl­ 
owing down. 
“It’s really incredible,” said a Sea Landing Spokesman. “The 
water has plenty of bait to keep them here and we re hoping they’ll 
stay.” 
Sea Landing did catch some mackerel off the coast last year for 
the first time, but the take didn’t come close to approaching the 
quantity or quality of this year’s catch 
The fish are going up to five pounds, with a fairly steady average 


^Sea Landing is also bringing in unusual numbers of white sea 
bass. On a coastal trip yesterday, they averaged one bass per rod, 
with a few in the 12-pound range. 
Calico bass fishing is still producing, and some large halibut are 
hooked frequently. Rockfishing is limiting out as usual. 


After a brief lull, albacore fishing enjoyed its best week of the 
season, this week, out of Port San Luis. 
Four of the longfins went over 40 pounds this week. Up until then 
the largest catch for the season had been a 38-pounder 
The albies are relatively close by, between 50-60 miles west of 
Port San Luis, and the average catch is nearly three per rod. 
Avila’s staple crop, rockfishing. is limiting daily, with a 
generous sprinkling of lingcod in the catch. On a few days this 
weea one Ung per angler was caught, the largest tipping the scales 
at 25 pounds 
Freshwater fishing on the quiet side, at least as far as trout are 
concerned in local waters. However several sizeable catfish have 
been caught in Lopez Lake. Also crappie fishing has been good 
Margarita Lake fair on bass and catfish, best spots appear to be 
at the end of the property through White Oak flats, crappie good in 
most any brush spots. 
Nacimiento Lake reports that the water is low, boats can still be 
launched, and that white bass are hitting in the Bee Rock area. 
Black bass, though no lunkers are reported, are being taken on 
plastic worms, and small lures. Catfish very good on mackerel or 
night crawlers, and can be found in most any shallow bay. 
Hunters turned out in mostly fair and moderate weather for the 
opening weekend of California’s 1977 inland and late deer seasons, 
and success was up significantly from that for last year virtually 
everywhere. 
With close to 200,000 hunters in the field for the Sept. 24-25 
opener, five accidents were reported, one of which was fatal. 
There were no major hunter-caused fires.

The Pacific-8 Conference football race heats up con­ 
siderably this Saturday when California goes to Pullman to 
play Washington State and UCLA travels to Palo Alto to 
meet Stanford. 
Washington is on the road, too, playing Oregon at Eugene, 
and by late Saturday Pac-8 followers ought to have a better 
line on what to expect in the weeks to come. 
Southern California, the nation’s No. 1 ranked team, ob­ 
viously is at the top of the Pac-8 and the overwhelming 
favorite to win the conference title and go on to play in the 
Rose Bowl again. 
The Trojans, with conference victories already over 
Oregon State and Washington State, put their two-season, 15- 
game winning streak on the line Saturday against Alabama, 
the No. 8 team, in a game to be televised nationally. Their 
fences at home in pretty good shape, the Trojans work on 
their national stature this week, and the oddsmakers think 
they should do all right, pegging them as nine-point favorites 
over Bear Bryant’s group. 
California, which has won all four of its starts to tie USC 
overall, will be playing its first conference game of the 
season Saturday against a Cougar team that was embarras­ 
sed by the Trojans last Friday night, 41-7. 
“The Trojans were awesome,” is how WSU Coach Warren 
Powers described USC. “No question in my mind, they are 
the best team in the country, and catching them in our con­ 
ference seems almost impossible. ” 
Well, both California and Stanford, which is 1-0 in the Pac- 
8 after a 20-10 victory last Saturday over Oregon, think they 
have a chance to dethrone the Trojans, although neither 
Bears’ Coach Mike White nor Cardinals’ Coach Bill Walsh 
ever has said so flat out. Both chose to downplay their 
team’s strengths in the hope the soft approach will keep the 
pressure from building on young teams. So far, it has 
worked. 
The Bears, with victories over Tennessee. Air Force, Mis­ 
souri and San Jose State, are ranked 10th nationally. WSU 
caused a few ripples by upsetting Nebraska and Michigan 
State to start the new season but lost in the final minute to 


Kansas and then was buried by USC. Thus, Cal is favored by 
six points in Saturday’s game, the Cougars’ first of the year 
at home. 
Stanford opened the season with a six-point loss to 
Colorado, then beat Tulane, Illinois and Oregon, so the Cards 
go into Saturday’s game against UCLA at least even. No 
odds were posted on the game because both sides have key 
injuries. The Cards lost star quarterback Guy Benjamin late 
last Saturday with a knee injury and he is out for this Satur­ 
day. Theotis Brown, UCLA’s top running back, may or may 
not play. He suffered a dislocated elbow in the season- 
opening loss to Houston and is coming back slowly. Hie 
Bruins also lost to Minnesota while beating Kansas and 
Iowa. 
Washington fans had expected more than a 1-3 record go­ 
ing into the Conference season. But the Huskies played well 
while losing in the final minutes to Syracuse and Minnesota 
the last two Saturdays. For this Saturday’s game against 
Oregon, Washington is favored by only six. The Ducks have 
played a lot better than their 1-3 record would indicate, los­ 
ing to Georgia, Wisconsin and Stanford by an average of 10 
points. 
Oregon State, routed by Tennessee in Knoxville last Satur­ 
day, plays at home this week, hosting 14thranked Brigham 
Young and its high riding quarterback — Gifford Nielsen — 
who has thrown 11 touchdown passes in the past two weeks 
and statistically is the nation’s No. 1 passer. The Cougars, as 
might be expected, are eight-point favorites. 
In the PCAA, No. 1 Long Beach State is idle this Saturday 
after winning its first three starts behind another of the 
nation’s top quarterbacks, Jim Freitas, who has thrown 12 
scoring passes. The 49ers, already 1-0 in the conference, host 
defending champion San Jose State next Saturday. The 
Spartans also are 1-0 in the league but 1-3 overall This Satur­ 
day they play Santa Clara after a humiliating 52-3 loss to 
California. 
Elsewhere in the PCAA. Pacific (1-3) hosts Hawaii (2-2),

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Alexandria, Va., Mayor Frank 
Mann’s proposal to lure a Class 
AAA baseball team to his sub­ 
urban Washington city brings 
up the question of territorial in­ 
demnification by a possible 
future major league team in 
Washington. 
Hank Peters, the Baltimore 
Orioles’ general manager and 
former head of the minor 
leagues, said Thursday indem­ 
nification could be settled two 
ways. 
"You can work out a deal, or 
you can go through an arbitra­ 
tion process,” he said. “In the 
arbitration, both sides present 
their cases. To be indemnified, 
you have to prove you’re being 
financially hurt.”

A fireplace can add atmosphere to a room and even take the chill 
out of the house on the first frosty days of autumn, but it may not ease the 
burden on your central heating system as much ss you think. 


The type of wood burned can also affect fireplace efficiency. 
Harder woods such as birch and maple burn more slowly and give a more 
even heat. Softer woods such as pine burn faster and unevenly. Beware of 
green, unseasoned wet wood which is difficult to burn and produces a 
great deal Of smoke. 


A heating grate made of hollow tubing which wraps around the 
logs, and extends over their tops, can recirculate into the room heat 
produced by the fireplace Such grates reportedly increase fireplace ef­ 


ficiency by 500 percent. More expensive models are equipped with 
electric blowers to direct hot air into the room instead of up the chimney. 


Fireplace covers also increase fireplace efficiency. Covers made of 
steel with fire-resistant glass enable you to watch the fire while receiving 
radiated heat through the glass. They also reduce the amount of heat lost 
up the chimney. 


Covers made of fire-resistant material such as sheet metal can be 
placed over the opening of the fireplace at the end of the evening when 
the fire is almost out. but is burning enough to require leaving the damper 
open to release smoke. Be sure such covers are tight fitting at the edges 
so that room heat does not escape. 


Be sure the damper is kept closed whenever the fireplace is not in 
use. unless you are using natural ventilation to cool your home 
Otherwise, even when your fireplace is not in use. it could pull expensive 
heated or cooled air from your house 


To be sure the damper closes tightly, hold a hand mirror up the 
flue to check for cracks And, as a safety precaution, annually check the 


chimney for obstructions

Just call me Bill 


Very soon I will be 52, a datum I do not 
expect will rouse the statisticians or 
revive the fireworks industry. Fifty, and 
left with a problem that keeps....chang­ 
ing. as you grow older. It is, of course, 
the first-name problem. 
My inclinations on the matter have 
always been formal. 
In part this was a mat­ 
ter of inheritance. I 
grew up m istering 
p eo p le , an d d is ­ 
covered, after I was 
fully grown (if indeed 
that has yet really 
happened) that in con­ 
tinuing to do so. I wass 
bucking a trend of 
sorts: the obsessive 
egalitarian familiarity 
which approaches a 
raid on one’s privacy. 
So on reaching 30,1 made a determined 
effort to resist. Even now, on the televi­ 
sion program Firing Line, I refer even to 
those guests I know intimately as “ Mr. 
Burnham.” or “ Governor Reagan,” or 
“ Senator Goldwater.” (This rule I simp­ 
ly had to break on introducing Senator 
Buckley, but the departure from the 
habit was stylistically troublesome.) The 
effort, I thought, was worthwhile — a 
small gesture against the convention 
that requires you to refer to Professor 
Mortimer Applegate as “ Mort” five 
minutes after you have met. Jack Paar 
would have called Socrates “ Soc.” 
I came on two difficulties. The first 
was the public situation in which mister­ 
ing somebody was plainly misunder­ 
stood. Or, if understood at all, taken as 
an act of social condescension. For a 
couple of years I would refer, on his 
program, to “ Mr. Carson.” In due course 
I discovered that the audience thought I 
was trying to put on an act: Mr. Carson 
does not exist in America. Only Johnny 
does. 
The second problem as one grows 
older, lies in the creeping suspicion of 
people a little older than oneself that 
your use of the surname is intended to 
accentuate an exiguous age difference. If 
you are 18 and the other man is 28. you 
can, for a while, call him Mr. Jones 
without giving offense. But if you are 40 
and he is 50 and you call him Mr. Jones, 
he is likely to think that you are rubbing 
in the fact of his relative senescence 


The complement of that problem, 
which I fear more than anything except 
rattlesnakes and detente, is trying to be 
One of the Boys. “ Just call me Bill,” to 
the roommate of your son at college, is 
in my judgment an odious effort to ef­ 
face a chronological interval as palpable 
as the wrinkles on my face, and the 
maturity of my judgment. 
On the other hand, one has to struggle 
to avoid stuffiness, so I arrived, for a 
J while, at the understanding that I was 
Mister to everyone under the age of 21, 
or thereabouts, and only then, cautious­ 
ly, Bill. It is a sub-problem how to break 
the habit. Неге I made a sub-rule: that I 
would invite younger people to call me 
“Bill” exactly one time If thereafter 
they persisted in using the surname, well 
that was up to them: a second, redundant 
gesture on my part could be interpreted 
as pleading with them to accept me as an 
archaeological equal. 
My bias, on the whole, continued in the 
direction of a tendency to formality, so 
in the last few years I made a deter­ 
mined effort to overcome it, wherein I 
came across my most recent humilia­ 
tion. Mrs. Margaret Thatcher was my 
guest on Firing Line. Rather to my sur­ 
prise, the English being more naturally 
formal than we are, half way throug the 
program she suddenly referred to me. 
once, as “ Bill.” I declined to break my 
Firing Line Rule, and so persisted with 
“ Mrs. Thatcher.” However, the next day 
when we met again at a semi-social func­ 
tion, I braced myself on leaving and said, 
“ Good-bye. Margaret.” And, a week 
later writing her a note congratulating 
her on her performance, I addressed it: 
“ Dear Margaret.“ 
Today I have from her a most pleasant 
reply, about this & that. But it is addres­ 
sed. in her own hand (as is the British 
habit: only the text is typed): “ Dear Mr 
Buckley.” Shocked, I looked back at the 
transcript — only to discover that, on the 
program, she was talking about a “ Bill 
that lay before the House of Commons. 
The trauma has set me back by years, 
and I may even find myself addressing 
“ Mr. Carson” next time around. 
I suppose, though, that at 50, the 
problem becomes easier in respect of the 
25-year olds. At 70. it will be easier still 
Well before then, I hope to be able to ad­ 
dress Margaret, I mean Mrs. Thatcher, 
as Madame Prime Minister 


WASHINGTON - The supersecret 
National Security Agency intercepted 
some fascinating communications 
between the South Korean government in 
Seoul and its embassy in Washington, 
outlining grandiose plans to influence 
Congress. 
The incriminating transcripts are be­ 
ing reviewed by the 
Senate Intelligence 
Committee, which is 
conducting a secret in- 
q u iry 
into 
the 
government’s strange 
failure to do anything 
about it. 
C o p ie s 
of 
the 
transcripts were dis­ 
tributed over the 
y e a r s 
to 
key 
Washington 
authorities, including 
officials of both the 
Justice Department and the White 
House. Yet for years, the Korean lobby 
effort was ignored by officials who could 
have intervened. 
The intercepted m essages do not 
criminally implicate any specific con­ 
gressmen and do not mention Korean 
payoff man Tongsun Park by name. But 
Park’s name was mentioned in classified 
State Department cables, which we ob­ 
tained in early 1974. 
Our investigation established that 
Park was engaged in political lobbying 
and that he had developed a close, 
curious relationship with then-Rep. 
Richard Hanna. D-Calif. — a story we 
broke on April 1, 1974. 
The Justice 
Department has now indicted Park and 
named Hanna as an unindicted co­ 
conspirator. 
The 1974 cables showed that the State 
Department gave special treatment to 
Tongsun Park during his travels in the 
Middle East, probably because he was in 
the company of the congressman 
In a classified cable to U.S. embassies 
in the Middle East, the department 


requested “ each post except Cairo” to 
ensconce Park “ in a single room next to 
or near room reserved for” Rep. Han­ 
na. In Cairo, telegrammed State, “ Mr. 
Park requests a suite on the (Nile) river 
side of the Hilton.” 
Not until the following year did the 
Justice Department begin to investigate 
the South Korean effort to compromise 
Congress although the evidence had been 
gathering dust in its files for years. Then 
it took a private letter from Rep. Donald 
Fraser, D-Minn., to then-Attorney 
General Edward Levi to get action. The 
congressman sent Levi a summary of 
testimony his House international 
organizations 
subcom m ittee 
had 
developed. 
Finally, <mi July 17,1975, we were able 
to break the explosive story that “ the 
Justice Department is quietly in­ 
vestigating charges that the Korean 
Central Intelligence Agency, modeled 
after our own embattled spy agency, has 
set up illegal front groups to manipulate 
U.S. public opinion and has even tried to 
‘buy off’ U.S. congressmen.” 
MORE BOMBINGS? Sources close to 
the anti-Castro movement warn that 
Cuban extremists plan a rash of bomb­ 
ings early next week to protest the 
Panama Canal treaty. The targets are 
expected to be public structures, such as 
bridges in New 
York City and 
Washington, D.C. 
Justice Department sources believe 
the Cuban terrorist, Orlando Bosch, has 
participated in the plotting from his iail 
cell in Venezuela. He was clapped into 
jail on suspicion of bombing a Cuban air­ 
liner, causing 73 deaths. 
He has also been linked to the 
dynamite death of Chilean exile leader 
Orlando Letelier in Washington last 
September. According to secret Senate 
testimony, Bosch also intended to assas­ 
sinate Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer during his February 1976 visit to 
Costa Rica. 
Shortly before Kissinger’s arrival, 


Bosch slipped into Costa Rica on a false 
passport. But the FBI and Secret Ser­ 
vice had been alerted. 
They traced 
Bosch’s movements and notified the 
Costa Rican authorities. The suspected 
assassin was arrested and jailed before 
Kissinger got to town. 
Bosch has also been named in 
testimony as one of 18 anti-Castro 
leaders who had conspired to kill U.S. 
and other leaders promoting a Cuban- 
American detente. He was convicted in 
1968 of shelling a Polish freighter with a 
bazooka while it was moored in Miami. 
He jumped federal parole and fled to 
Venezuela in 1974. 
Months later, he was reported to be in 
Curacao, protected by Chilean gunmen 
He bragged, according to the reports, of 
his “ money, friends and protection.” 
Intelligence sources report that the 
Chilean military junta used Bosch, 
thereafter, to bankroll the plot to 
dynamite Letelier. 
Bosch was chosen, 
our sources say, because he was 
fanatical and honest enough not to steal 
the murder money. 
Now Bosch reportedly is involved in 
the plot to bomb New York and 
Washington sites next week. 
He 
reportedly is the “ bag man” for the 
Coordination of United Revolutionary 
Organizations, which allegedly is behind 
the planned bombings. Members of one 
of its affiliated groups, the Pedro Luis 
Boitel Commando Group, are reported to 
be involved in the scheme. 
By revealing the bombing plot in ad­ 
vance, a top Justice Department official 
told us, we might discourage the plotters 
from going ahead. 
They are fired up against the Panama 
Canal treaty because of Panamanian 
strongman Omar Torrijos’ close ties 
with Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 
Another reason for the bombings, our 
sources said, would be to commemorate 
the 18th anniversary of the imprison­ 
ment of the anti-Castro hero, Huber 
Matos.

“ Would you please repeat?” 
"Yes, Mr. Conati.” 
"Mr. Who?” we asked. 
“ Aren’t you Mr. Conati?” said the 
operator. 
“ No. Mr. Crompe.” 
“ Oh, sorry, Mr. Conati had the room 
before you.”

Editor, The Lompoc Record: 
I was shocked almost beyond belief at 
the poor judgment and lack of objectivity 
demonstrated by your staff in the arti­ 
cles on the dispute between Dr. Ramos 
and the Air Force. 
Firstly, if the story is newsworthy at 
all—which is questionable—it certainly 
did not merit the sensational treatment 
it received with a banner headline and 
occupying 63 of the 118 net column inches 
of the first page plus another 59 inches on 
the insides pages on the first night alone. 
The total for the 5 days was 373 column 
inches, which would fill the entire first, 
second, third and some of the fourth page 
of a single issue, with no space for adver­ 
tising. When before have you given that 
much space to a single story? Is Lompoc 
desperately short of real news? If so. 
does it really need a daily newspaper? 
Secondly, though there is an ap­ 
pearance of striving for objectivity, it 
appears that the reporter is attempting 
to make a martyr of Dr. Ramos and a 
villain of The Air Force and Col. Lawson. 
This stems not only from the lengthy 
treatment but from the omission in the 
first article of the important fact that 
Dr. Ramos received his medical educa­ 
tion at taxpayer expense. 
Further evidence is given by such 
headlines as “ Criticizing job may cost 
doctor promotion (too bad!), “ AF per 
sonnel find free speech difficult,” 
“ Physican found AF duty frustrating” 
(the article contained views on both 
sides and the lead paragraph and 
headline should have reflected this fact. 
Shoddy reporting). 
It appears that Dr. Ramos doesn’t 
object to taking what he can get from the 
taxpayers just so he doesn’t have to give 
what he promised in return. 
Anyone who has been in the service 
knows there are always malcontents who < 
will go to any length to get out of their 
obligations, but they don’t usually expect 
a bonus and a promotion also. 
Thirdly, while no one says that the 
Vandenberg AFB Hospital is perfect, I 
would certainly characterize the person­ 
nel and the care as excellent—not only 
from our own experience but from that 
of our many friends and acquaintances 
who have used their services.. 
“ Number of patients makes AFB 
primary care clinic a hectic place” is in 
a class with saying “ Number of cars 


makes H Street a hectic place.” Neither 
is correct unless qualified by “at times.” 
The individual quoted in the story made 
this qualification. The headline did not. 
I have been in the primary clinic for 
care no less than 20 times at various 
times of the day, week and year and 
while it is busy most of the time it com­ 
pares favorably to busy civilian 
physicians' offices—in some cases it is 
better. The 15-minute basic appointment 
also compares with civilian practice, 
with longer times allotted for special 
requirements. In consequence doctor 
workloads are normally comparable to 
those of civilians. Why shouldn’t they 
be? 
Finally, the concluding article of 
probably the best of the series, par­ 
ticularly the headline: “ Doctor’s com­ 
plaints point out issues.” Intentionally or 
unintentionally, the headline writer was 
factual in using “ Doctor’s ” (singular) 
instead of “ Doctors' ” (plural). 
However, the story misses the mark in 
suggesting that some of the hospital's 
patients be sent to civilian doctors in­ 
stead. One of the biggest complaints I 
hear in this area is that people have to 
wait 3-4 weeks or more for a civilian doc­ 
tor appointment or worse yet travel to 
Santa Barbara because they cannot find 
a doctor here who is taking additional 
patients. 
If the Lompoc Record is truly in­ 
terested in improving medical care why 
isn’t it expending quantities of energy 
and space to seek a solution to this 
problem which is approaching scan­ 
dalous proportions?

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Residents 
see no way 
to fight evacuation 
Coal firm threatens to level town 
by Tom Tioao 


ACM E, Wyoming — (N EA ) 
— There was a time when the 
residents of this tiny village 
would have grouped together 
to fight the adversity. That 
was early in the century, 
when the community was 
som ew hat united, when 
neighbors knew one another 
as friends, and when people 
had a natural proclivity to de­ 
fend the common purpose. 
It was decent here then, say 
the oldsters. Homes were kept 
in repair. Picket fences were 
planted to keep the puppies 
out of the flower beds. On 
summer evenings the men and 
women would visit under the 
cottonwoods, and the children 
would chase each other 
between the homes. There 
were 500 residents then; 
Acme fairly thrived 
But all that changed with 
the years. First the Depres­ 
sion devastated the com­ 
munity’s security, then the 
lure of the cities robbed the 
town of its population. Final­ 
ly. perhaps, television and 
transportation buried the 
Acme social life. By the 
beginning of 1977 only 40 
families remained here, most 
of them transients in mobile 
homes. 
So it was that when the trou­ 
ble came the town was all but 
defenseless A coal company 
suddenly bought the unincor­ 
p o rated 
co m m u n ity 
in 
January, and then in May an­ 
nounced that all residents 
would have to move out by 
September. 
Residents were 
stunned, of course, but in­ 
dividually, not collectively; 
no attempt to fight was even 
considered.

TH IS IS a copy of a letter sent to one resident ot Acme. 
Wyo., by the Big Horn Coal Company, informing him that 
he must evacuate his home by Sept. 1. 


That was the extent of the 
community action No formal 
complaint was lodged, no 
neighborhood strategy session 
was held. “ There are no 
leaders here,” explains Debra 
Bogart, “and there is no local 
government.” Even when the 
coal company announced that 
it had no obligation to help 
people relocate, the citizens 
were humble and still. 
Not that the citizens weren’t 
angry. They wondered bitterly 
why the coal company did not 
meet with the townspeople to 
try to create alternatives to 
w holesale condem nation. 
Villagers say the company 
owns numerous other sites 
where it could build new

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facilities without forcing peo­ 
ple to abandon their homes 
and their roots 
But the anger was contained 
in private tortures 
It was 
never given the opportunity to 
form into public consensus 
Some residents say now that 
they “ thought” of calling the 
community together, yet were 
persuaded otherwise by the 
lack of precedent. Besides, as 
Pearl McCarthy says it; “ You 
can’t fight a big outfit that has 
money.” 


Many people here agree 
with McCarthy's reasoning 
They point out that Big Horn 
Coal Company is a subsidiary 
of Wyoming’s largest con- 
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struction corporation, Peter 
Kiew it and Sons. K iew it’s 
payroll and tax returns are 
enormous. It gives money to 
schools and libraries Against 
this influence, says McCarthy, 
people are usually very 
vulnerable.” 


Some people in Acme are 
vulnerable to the influence in 
more ways than one Debra 
Bogart reminds that half the 
men in the community are 
employed by Big Horn, “ and 
they won’t protest for fear of 
losing their jobs ” Apparent­ 
ly, this fear is not imaginary; 
other residents say they’ve 
been told by Big Horn to 
keep quiet and don't make 
waves " 


Yet even verbal strongarm- 
ing has not moved the peo­ 
ple of Acme to defend 
themselves. And the reason, 
s a y s Tom S id lo s k y . a 
carpenter, is that “ we don't 
feel we are entitled.” Sidlosky 
says that property ownership 
is respected in Wyoming, 
regardless of the issue in­ 
volved Hence. “ Big Horn has 
the right to do what it 
pleases " 


And so it is, now. with the 
September deadline almost 
here, that residents of Acme 
are obediently moving out. 
Pearl 
M cCarthy is con­ 
sidering an old folks home in 
South Dakota. Debra and 
Richard Bogart w ill move 
their trailer to Sheridan Post­ 
mistress Long hopes Big Horn 
will find a place for her in the 
reconstructed site 


Now and then one ot the 
residents will forget himself 
and cry out in frustration 
against the evictions 
Tom 
Sidlosky, for one. says he has 
a month old baby and w ill not 
force it to endure any 
hardship 
“ If I can’t find a 
good home. I ’ll stay right here 
until 1 can If they try to kick 
me out. I ’ll protect myself 
and my fam ily." 


And too there are some dark 
whispers about revenge. 
Pearl McCarthy says a few 
residents have talked about 
getting explosives and blow­ 
ing Big Horn's new office to 
kingdom come 
Others say 
they may gather their rifles 
on the tops of nearby hills and 
then plink away at the tires on 
the cars of incoming company 
executives. 


Yet, by and large, no one 
seriously expects any trouble. 
“ We will all go quietly," says 
Debra Bogart. The lights will 
wink off, the water will be cut. 
the bulldozers w ill swarm in. 
and the village w ill be leveled 
It can’t be otherwise here 
Some towns in the West have 
been too tough to die; Acme. 
Wyoming, is too weak to live.

DEAR DR. LAMB - For 26 
years my husband has told me 
girdles do absolutely nothing 
for the figure. The body 
should be free of any binding 
garm ents. I thought they 
would help support stomach 
muscles. Do girdles do more 
harm than good*’ I’d ap­ 
preciate a reply to settle this 
argument between us. 
Also, for firming chest 
muscles my husband says tak­ 
ing deep breaths in as far as 
possible will do it. I say 
pushing the hands together in 
front of the chest is more 
effective. Which is right? 
I need to lose about 10 
pounds but am really more in­ 
terested in firming up. 1 have 
loose skin around my ab­ 
domen. I am 47, weigh 155 and 
am 5 feet 9. I have been doing 
exercises for the abdomen, 
letting the legs come down 
slowly while lying on my 
back While I am still lying 
down I raise up to touch my 
toes without bending my 
knees Can 1 actually firm this 
pad of loose fat if I continue? 
Will diet help? 


DEAR READER - You 
won t like my answer. You 
can hide a certain amount of 
Rab and fat with a girdle but 
when it comes off the truth 
comes out. 
Anything that replaces the 
work of muscle will weaken it. 
That is why leg muscles will 
shrink and weaken while a leg 
is in a cast. If you want to 
firm up your abdominal 
muscles you need to develop a 
conscious effort to keep your 
abdomen a little firmer and 
develop good posture. Ab­ 
dominal exercises help to 
keep the muscles firm. The 
ones you are doing are fine for 
that. Consciously keep your 
stomach muscles taut while 
doing them for better effect.

^°Even worse about girdles, if 
you have extra fat on or in the 
abdomen, when you squeeze it 
with a tight girdle it must go 
some wh ere . It usually 
squeezes the abdominal con­ 
t e n t s 
up 
a g a i n st 
the 
diaphragm. The diaphragm 
must rise to accommodate the 
blubber and organs. That 
decreases the total lung 
capacity. 
And as is so common in 
middle-aged women, if you 
have an enlarged hole in the 
diaphragm that allows a small 
hernia (hiatal hernia) through 
the diaphragm, the increased 
pressure will push part of the 
stomach through the enlarged 
hole and cause a hernia That 
can lead to d i g est i v e 
problems. 
So away with the girdles and 
replace them with firm ab­ 
dominal muscles and elimina­ 
tion of fat inside and outside 
With good results you won’t 
need to fake it with a girdle. 
I’m afraid your husband is 
not so smart about chest 
muscles I approve of taking 
deep breaths to keep the lungs 
at maximum capacity but 
that won’t help your chest 
muscles. Pushing your hands 
tightly together while held at 
different levels in front of you 
will help some. Those chest 
muscles fan out over the en­ 
tire anterior surface of the 
chest. You need to do exer­ 
cises that involve the motion 
of the arms as in a crawl 
stroke as if you were swim­ 
ming. 
You can always get some 


firming effect if you can 
voluntarily contract and then 
relax a muscle. Repeating 
this with any muscle, firmly 
contracting it each time, is a 
form of isometric exercise. 
This may help you. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
husband had a heart bypass 
operation. They told us one 
artery was completely block­ 
ed. two were partially block­ 
ed 
They only did the one 
artery that was completely 
blocked and never explained 
why they didn’t do all three 
Also I would like to know if 
there is cholesterol in veal 
liver? 


DEAR READER - A 
limited amount of obstruction 
of an artery does not decrease 
the blood flow through it. As 
long as 70 per cent of the open­ 
ing is still there the fatty 
cholesterol deposits won’t 
make that much difference. 
There is a critical level of 
blockage that starts causing 
problems. The d oc to rs 
probably felt on the basis of 
what they could see at the 
operation that a bypass 
around the partially blocked 
arteries would not significant­ 
ly improve your husband’s cir­ 
culation to the heart. 
You can improve his condi­ 
tion though by helping him 
eliminate or avoid obesity and 
having him on the proper diet. 
If he smokes he should stop. 
The success of many bypass 
operations depends on what 
kind of program a person 
follows after surgery. If the 
person persists in eating the 
wrong foods, being obese and 
smoking, the end result is not 
so good. 
Yes, veal liver contains 
c h o l est ero l, about 300 
milligrams in a 100 gram 
(three and a half ounce) por­ 
tion of raw liver. That small 
serving alone will take up all 
the allowed cholesterol for the 
whole diet for one day. All 
forms of liver are moderately 
high in cholesterol content.

The art off brush cleaning 


Most off the so-called experts 
say that If you buy topquality 
paint brushes they’ll last for 
years. However, if you don’t 
take care of them, they may 
only make it past the first paint 
job. The time to clean them is 
right after use. If you used 
latex, dean with soap and 
water, and with oil-based paint, 
use paint thinner. After a brief 
soaking, work the solution 
through the brush to get all the 
paint out and keep after it until 
it’s really dean. But how about 
all off you that didn’t do that, and 
you now have a ruined brush? 
It’s worth trying to reclaim it.

Buy a good brand brush cleaner 
and suspend the brush in this 
including up under the metal 
ferrule, if that’s caked with 
paint One of the easiest soakers 
can be made by cutting out the 
top of a large flat turp can. Then 
use a piece off coat hanger wire 
through the hole in the brush 
handle to suspend the brush into 
the solvent without letting the 
bristles touch the bottom of the 
can.

by Joann« Schreiber 


The shorter jacket is the big 
fashion news for fall, made of 
such soft fabrics as velvet 
pin wale corduroy, flannel and 
gentle wools. If you are mak­ 
ing such a jacket, give it an at­ 
tractive lining, made from 
one of the silky printed 
polyesters. 
There’s an easier way to put 
in a lining, which will save you 
a good hour of hand-stitching. 
This technique comes from 
“Success in Sewing,’ 
a 72- 
page. soft-cover sewing 
manual available exclusively 
to readers of this newspaper. 
Here’s how: 
Assemble your jacket as 
usual, add interfacing, make 
bound buttonholes, and insert 
sleeves. Join the collar to the 
front facing. Lay right side of 
collar and facing against right 
side of jacket. Pin, and stitch 
along o u ter seam line as 
shown, to hemline of jacket. 
At hemline (about one and 
one-half inches from raw 
edge), pivot and stitch across 
bottom of facing to five- 
eighths of an inch from raw 
edge of facing. Trim off cor­ 
ner. (Fig. 1) 
Grade seam allowances. 
Clip collar comers. Turn fac­ 
ing and collar to inside. Push 
out comers, smooth seams 
and press. Put in jacket and 
sleeve hems. Press hems. 
Now assemble jacket lining, 
complete with sleeves Place 
lining as shown, with right 
side of lining against right 
sides of facings and collar, 
raw edges matching. Pin in 
place, clipping lining to fit 
curves of facings and collar 
Stitch lining to facings and 
collar, backstitching at lower 
edges of facings three-fourths 
of an inch f r om j a c k e t 


hemline. (Fig. 2) Flip lining 
right side out, and push sleeve 
lining through sleeve. (Fig. 3) 
Then tack jacket and lining 
t o g e t h e r 
a l o n g 
s e a m 
allowances. Turn sleeve right 
side out and make sleeve lin­ 
ing hem. Make jacket lining 
hem. Turn jacket right side 
out and give it a final press­ 
ing. Your lining is finished, in 
far less time than if you had 
hand-stitched it in place. (Fig. 
4)

Plants in the home... 


How to prolong summer in your garden 
by Clvin McDonald 


If you garden in a climate where 
killing frost is inevitable in the near 
future, now is the time to gather in 
your harvest. 
Last week, I wrote 
about bringing in house plants and 
now I’d like to concentrate on things 
to eat. 


Tomatoes come first to mind, part­ 
ly because there is really no sub­ 
stitute for home-grown ones and part­ 
ly because there are so many ways to 
prolong their season. 
For example, plants laden with 
ripening fruit can sometimes be 
saved from early, light frosts by drap­ 
ing large sheets of plastic over them 
at night. In areas where Indian sum­ 
mer is a common occurrence, this 
practice can prolong the growing 
season by several weeks. 
If you have been growing tomatoes 
in containers, it may be feasible to 
move some of them indoors when 
frost threatens, but not if you detect 
any signs of white flies. I have been 
particularly successful with the 
small-fruited cherry and pear types 
as well as the newer hybrids bred 
specifically for patios 
Indoors, tomatoes need the sunniest 
window possible and temperatures 
between 60 and 80F. Keep the soil 
evenly moist and provide fresh air 
circulation, but protect from chills. If 
new flowers fail to set tomatoes, use 
a small cam el’s hair brush to 
pollinate future blossoms, or spray 
them with a special fruit-setting hor­ 
mone available for this purpose 
Another way to get the most from 
tomato plants that have a heavy set of 
fruit in various stages of ripeness is to 
pull the vines from the garden and 
hang them upside down in a cool base­ 
ment or frost-free garage on the day 
freezing is expected 
Neighbors of 
mine who did this in early October 
last year were able to pick tomatoes, 
literally vine-ripened, until mid- 
December. 
If you want to save only tne 
tomatoes and not the vines at the time 
frost is expected, I suggest these 
guidelines: 
— Fruits that show some color at 
the blossom end at the time of picking 
can best be ripened at 60 to 70F., in 
moderate light. Space them apart in 
a single layer to assure air cir­ 
culation; avoid temperatures below 
55F. and hot, direct sun. 
— Green-hard tomatoes can t be ex­ 
pected to ripen off the vine. Use them 
to make relish, or cut the larger ones 


into quarter-inch slices, dip in flour, 
beaten egg and seasoned bread 
crumbs, then fry in oil, about three 
minutes on each side. 
To get as much harvest as possible 
from other vegetables, I recommend 
the following procedures. 
— Sweet and hot peppers and 
eggplant respond to essentially the 
same treatment as the tomato, to 
which they are related. 
— Pick all cucumbers, summer 
squash, okra and ripe or nearly-ripe 
melons before frost. Large pieces of 
plastic draped over the plants at ni#it 
may save them from being killed 
before Indian summer, during which 
time the natural ripening process can 
continue and thus stretch the harvest 
season. 
— Root crops such as carrot, 
horseradish, 
Jerusalem artichoke, 
leek, onion, parsnip, rutabaga and 
turnip can be left in the garden, but 
give them a deep straw mulch to keep 
the ground from freezing. This way 
you’ll be able to continue harvesting 
them as needed through most of the 
winter. In really cold climates these 


may be dug before winter freezeup 
and stored in damp sand in a frost- 
free place. 
- Cabbage, cauliflower, broccoli 
and Brussels sprouts all withstand 
early frosts. To save from severe cold 
lift plants with some roots and set in 
moist soil in a deep coldframe or sun- 
heated pit. 
- Light frost actually improves the 
flavor of kale and collards. However, 
before hard freezing mulch with 
straw, then you’ll be able to pick from 
them all winter. 
— Before frost dig Chinese cabbage 
of the Wong Bok type and plant in 
moist sand in a frost-free place. It 
will last for up to three months. 
— You can prolong the harvest 
from a bed of e v e r b e a r in g 
strawberries by rigging up a plastic 
cover on a simple wood or wire 
frame. Large plastic bleach bottles 
filled with water and placed inside 
will collect the sun’s heat by day and 
give off warmth at night. 
— Bring pots of tender perennial 
herbs (sweet bay, rosemary, 


marjoram, lemon-verbena) indoors 
before frost. 
. 
— Old plants of annual herbs (basil, 
dill, chervil, summer savory, borage) 
are best left to be frosted. If you want 
to grow these indoors, pot up 
volunteer seedlings from the garden 
or start from seed packets. 
— To grow hardy perennial herbs 
(mint, thyme, oregano, tarragon, 
parsley, chives, sage, winter savory) 
indoors in winter, pot up and trim 
back the plants before frost. Leave 
them to freeze outdoors for a few 
weeks, then bring to a cool, sunny 
window or light garden. 
— For a late fall and winter harvest 
of leaf lettuce, chard, spinach, 
mustard greens and radishes, sow the 
seeds now in a protected coldframe or 
hotbed, a sun-heated pit or 
greenhouse kept only warm enough to 
prevent freezing. In severe weather 
you can supplement heat in any of 
these environments by using light 
bulbs at night, soil heating cables or 
lots of waterfilled bleachbottles 
which collect daytime heat from the 
sun.

can do to greatly increase your 
chance of getting a job. 
"The first thing you have to do, 
says Richard Lathrop, author of 
‘Who’s Hiring Who,’ “is make a list of 
the things you do best.” Think about 
it. Have friends tell you what they 
think you do best. 
With this information, you can 
make an “abilities checklist” which 
will help you highlight your strongest 
abilities so you can pinpoint the jobs 
that are best for you. 
In his recently published guide on 
how to land a good job, Lathrop says 
the next most important step for the 
young job seeker (any job seeker, for 
that matter) is to get professional ad­ 
vice from an employment counselor. 
You can find counselors, he says, at 
your local, public employment office, 
your school and at private employ­ 
ment offices. 
Lathrop’s guide lists 
questions you should ask your 
counselor. Some samples: 
— Can he give you more help in 
listing your strongest abilities — 
perhaps an aptitude test? 
— What kind of jobs are most likely 
to need your abilities'’ Are there any 
openings now? 
— Can he help you develop a 
qualifications brief (resume) that 
points up your best abilities and ex­ 
perience? 
Which leads us to the third major 
step in the job hunt — developing a 
qualifications brief. 
Unlike the 
traditional resume which just lists 
your experience and education, a 
qualifications brief describes the 
things you do well and how they can 
help an employer solve problems or 
make money. 
After you’ve listed your abilities, 
sought professional counseling and 
made up a qualifications brief, your 
fourth and final step is to “spread the 
word.” 
Lathrop says statistics show that 
employers tend to hire people who are 
known to them or are known to their 
employes 
So, tell your family, 
friends, acquaintances — everybody, 
even the comer drugstore manager — 
that you’re looking for a job that can 
employ your abilities. 
Then, go see potential employers 
who hire the kind of people that do the 
work you would like to do. Lathrop 
warns: “Don’t worry about whether 
they have any openings right now ...

just tell employers you want an op­ 
portunity to show why you should be 
the next one to hire as soon as a job 
opens up.”

10 days you should check in with the 
prospective employers with whom 
you’ve left your qualifications brief. 
It’s also smart to keep checking once 
a week with your counselor at the 
local, public employment office and 
any private employment office you ve 
signed on with.

Q. When a coffee percolator says it 
will make “eight cups” oi coffee, 
what does it mean? 
What kind of 
cup? Are they referring to the stan­ 
dard, eight-ounce cup? — J.S.M., 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 
A. The Coffee Information Center 
says that the standard coffee cup used 
to measure water in percolators is six 
ounces, not eight ounces. How much 
ground coffee you use per cup, of 
course, depends on your taste. Some 
people like it strong, some like it 
mild. 
By the way, the CIC claims that 
percolators may be convenient but 
you actually get a purer coffee taste 
out of a coffee maker that lets the 
water drip through a filter just once. 
Precolating, they say, tends to over­ 
boil the coffee and extracts more oil 
than is good for the taste. But, tastes 
vary and some percolator fans often 
dislike the “purer,” drip-filtered cof­ 
fee. 


Q. In your reply to a “diet soda ad­ 
dict” on where to find sugar-free sub­ 
stitutes now that saccharin has been 
banned, you said to “try an orange, 
claiming the "glucose” will give you 
a lift. I was told that the mam sugar 
in oranges is sucrose, not glucose. 
Who’s right? — G.G.C., Springfield, 
Mass. 


A. You’ve got me on a technicality . 
In every 100 grams of orange there is 
a total of 9.8 grams of sugars broken 
down as follows: sucrose 4.1 grams, 
glucose 3.0 grams, and fructose 2.7. 
grams. 
But, let’s not split sugars. Sugar is 
sugar as far as dieting is concerned. 
The point I was trying to make: 
Sugar in an orange gives you a more 
nutritious lift for less money than guz­ 
zling a diet soda

Your articles on drinking 
water got me to thinking about the 
large coffee pot we have. We keep 
water boiling all day long. We don’t 
put coffee in the pot, we just use the 
hot water for instant coffee. 
But, there’s a thick layer of 
minerals built up on the inside of the 
pot. Is this mineral build-up bad for 
one’s health? — F.B., Bethesda. Md. 


A. 
The coating you’re seeing is 
probably calcium carbonate and is 
not harmful to your health. But, boil­ 
ing water all day long is a waste of 
energy You might be better off with 
a “hot shot” type of rapid water 
heater. 
To remove that ugly mineral build­ 
up in your pot, try one part vinegar to 
five parts water or one tablespoon of 
cream of tartar to one cup of water. 
Put either mixture in your pot and 
boil it for a few minutes to see if it 
breaks down the minerals for easier 
cleaning

The pennywise traveler 
The traveler’s gospel 


It happened down South. Way South. 
Quito, Ecuador, to be precise. 
I was still asleep in my hotel room 
when the phone rang. It was a friend 
who, by all rights, should have been 
halfway to Miami. Only he wasn’t. 
“ My plane!” he cried. “ It left 
without m e!” 
He had gone to the airport on time 
and with a confirmed reservation but 
kept getting pushed backwards in the 
check-in scramble. When he did get to 
the counter, the clerk told him the 
flight was full and would take off 
without him. Which it did. 
“ Can they do that? Don’t I have any 
rights?” he yelled across the wire. 
“ Wait a minute,” I said and rolled 
over to pull The Traveler’s Gospel 
from my handbag, “ I’ll look it up.” 
I did some fast reading and then 
came back on the line. 
“ Yes, they can do that to you,” I 
told him, “ but yes, you also do have 
rights. They’re just different outside 
the U.S. 
“ According to what it says here, if 
you were only going to the next 
country they could throw you out with 
the garbage but to or from the U.S. 
they have to treat you like a 
stockholder. You should even get a 
free or almost free flight if they 
throw you more than four hours off 
schedule.” 
He gurgled with joy and went back 
to the fray. I took another fond look at 
The Gospel and thought good thoughts 
about the people who had furnished it. 
The Traveler’s Gospel is my name 
for a thin but significant work proper­ 
ly known as the “ Consumer Guide to 
International Air Travel.” It’s put out 


- free - by the Consumer Advocate’s 
Office of the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
and I don’t leave the country without 
it. 
My reasoning is this: Abroad, air­ 
lines like nations have different 
customs, not to mention rules. I can’t 
remember them all. And in a travel 
crisis, when all the world is falling 
apart, chances are I will crumble too. 
Something in print that summarizes 
my position can shore me up. 
Fortunately, something is in print - 
about domestic air travel crunches as 
well as international ones. “ Air 
Travelers’ Fly-Rights” and “ Con­ 
sumer Facts on Air Fares” are two 
other publications put out by the CAB 
consumer office. “ Fly-Rights” and 
the international consumer guide are 
available free from Consumer Infor­ 
mation Center, Pueblo, Colo. 81009. 
“ Consumer Facts on Air Fares,” also 
free, comes by request from the 
Publications Services Section, CAB, 
Washington, D C. 20428. 
But the times they are a-changing. 
What’s needed now is another work to 
cover the questions raised by the 
charter revolution. 
Interestingly 
enough, there’s about to be one. You 
can also order it from the Consumer 
Information Center; it comes off the 
press at the end of this month. 
It’s by the same “ author” - the CAB 
- and simply titled “ The Charter 
Guide.” Plain, unlawyerish language 
is used to tell what to look for and 
what to look out for when you buy a 
charter. 
In good ABC fashion it explains 
ABCs - and TGCs, OTCs, ITCs and all 
the other alphabet names in the 


charter bag. 
Most importantly it comes right out 
with the things the glossy advertising 
brochures don’t like to dwell on. No 
one argues that, for the money, a 
charter flight is anything from a fair 
to a fantastic buy compared to 
scheduled flights. However, it’s also 
true that, for instance, seats may be 
snugger, prices can change (right up 
until the last minute), you can lose 
your money if you have to change 
plans, and flights can be canceled. 
Handily, “ The Charter Guide” goes 
into the how, why and when of such 
developments. Some, thank heaven, 
are uncommon but there s every 
reason to hang onto something that 
can serve as a reference and help con­ 
sumers to know when and if they real­ 
ly do have cause for a complaint. 
But, as Marie Antoinette should 
have said, nothing’s perfect. 
The 
Charter Guide” falls down in one 
major area in particular. It fails to 
come to grips with a passenger s 
rights when a charter flight is delayed 
- which more than a few are. 
That may be partly because the pas­ 
senger doesn’t seem to have many 
rights. It could also be because the 
CAB, despite the urging of the con­ 
sumer advocate’s office, has for 
years sidestepped the whole issue. 
What does exist is a patchwork of 
unclear rules mostly ordering that the 
U.S. supplemental airlines provide 
food, lodging, incidental expenses 
and-or alternative transportation in 
the event of delays of various lengths. 
Omitted are rules directing the U.S. 
scheduled carriers (who now actually 
have the greatest share of the charter

business) and foreign airlines to do 
the same. 
Most of the U.S. skeds say they will 
in fact provide for delayed charter 
passengers in essentially the same 
was as they do passengers on their 
regular services. United, for one, has 
even put its promises into writing. 


At the same time, the CAB has a 
pile of complaints on the subject, the 
most recent having to do with a 
British supplemental, Dan-Air, which 
has only two planes for charter out of 
Chicago and for a spell fell way 
behind in performing its contracts 
from there. In this instance, a lot of 
passengers became tardily aware 
that (1) there are no rules that allow 
them to drop out and still get their 
money back when the outward bound 
flight is substantially delayed nor (2) 
is there any requirement that the tour 
operator notify passengers even of a 
long delay known well in advance of 
the departure date. 


The biggest question, of course, is 
what rights do passengers have to 
compensation for serious operational 
delays (as differentiated from 
weather-caused no-liability ones) that 
deprive them of lost time on trips that 
are often as short as three days? 


“ The Charter Guide” has nothing to 
say, although Rodney Gould, the 
Federal Trade Commission attorney 
who’s been handling an investigation 
of travel and tour problems, does. It’s 
his opinion that the consumer who 
suffers probably has a good court 
case against the charter operator. 
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Caring for your car 
Inspecting your car’s brake lining* 
r

Your car’s brake linings are impor­ 
tant. Not only must they be in good 
shape to stop your car properly, but if 
you let them wear beyond a certain 
point, you can end up with an expen­ 
sive brake job on your hands. 
Brake linings, along with the rest of 
the braking system, should be in­ 
spected about* every 10,000 miles. 
Checking out the brakes doesn t take 
long. You can do it yourself. 
Most cars nowadays have disc 
brakes on the front wheels and drum 
brakes in the rear. The procedure for 
checking discs and drums is different, 
but neither is difficult. 
Here are guidelines for doing the 
job. Use this in conjunction with a 
shop manual for your car, following 
any special instructions the manual 
may give you. 
To check the disc brakes up front 
you’ll have to remove the wheels. Do 
one wheel at a time. Use your bumper 
jack to jack up the car. Place a jack 
stand under the lower A-frame, let 
the bumper jack back down until the 
weight of the car is supported by the 
jack stand under the A-frame, 
Now remove the wheel. It’s easier 
to remove the wheel lug nuts if you 
break them free before you jack the 
car up, while the weight of the car is 
still pressing the wheel against the 
ground. Just turn each nut enough to 
break it free (about a quarter turn). 
Then when the car is elevated you can 
remove the nuts without the wheel 
turning. 
After the wheel is off, look at the 
caliper assembly. That s the ap­ 
paratus that sits astraddle the rotor

near the top of the rotor. On top of the 
caliper you’ll see a hole. This hole lets 
you look down into the assembly and 
check the thickness of the brake pads. 
Each pad should be at least 3 ^ 32 of an 
inch thick. If either pad is thinner 
than this, both pads should be 
replaced. 
Also check the rotor faces—both 
shiny sides where the brake pads 
come in contact with the rotor The 
face should be smooth, without deep 
grooves or scratches. If the rotor face 
is deeply grooved, gouged or dis­ 
colored, have a mechanic look at it. If 
vou can rub your fingernail across the 
face of the rotor and feel no grooves, 
it’s okay. 
Also while you’ve got the wheel off, 
check the brake lines. Make sure 
they’re in good shape (no heavy cor­ 
rosion, cracks, or leaks). Also inspect 
for wetness around the disc pads and 
caliper assembly that might indicate 
brake fluid leakage. If you find 
anything suspicious have a mechanic 
look at it. 
Replace the wheel, and perform the 
same procedure on the other wheel. 
To inspect the rear drum brakes, 
jack one side of the car up with the 
bumper jack, place a jack stand un­ 
der the axle housing near the wheel, 
and let the jack down until the weight 
of the car rests on the jack stand. 
Then remove the wheel. 
Now see that round drum with the 
wheel studs sticking out of it? That 
has to come off. 
Make sure the emergency brake is 
off Otherwise you’ll never pull the 
drum off. Look at each wheel stud,

make sure there are no retaining 
clips on the studs. If there are, 
remove them. Throw them away, 
they don't have to go back on when 
you put the drum back on. 
Now grasp the drum with both 
hands Try to wiggle the drum back 
and forth. Chances are good it won t 
move. Take a hammer and hit the 
drum around its center where it fits 
over the axle. Do this until it breaks 
free. Then pull the drum off with your 
hands. 
. 
Inspect both brake shoes. Each 
shoe should have at least 3 32 of an 
inch of lining on it. Inspect the sur­ 
face of the brake drum-the shiny 


part where the brake shoes contact.lt 
should be smooth and not discolored 
As with the front brakes, inspect 
the brake lines for corrosion, cracks 
or leakage. 


If everything’s okay, put the brake 
drum back on. put the wheel back on 
and repeat the procedure for the other 
side. 


Also check the master cylinder 
Take the cap off and make sure the 
brake fluid level is within 1/4 of an 
inch from the top of each reservoir If 
not, add fluid until it is. As the brake 
linings wear, the fluid level will drop 
slightly.

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He relished good peanut brittle 
Bennett Cerf: happy memoirs 
by Bllio Grossman 


NEW Y O R K -(N EA )- 
Bennett Cerf, who died in ’71 
at the age of 73, had a 
helluva good time alive, ac­ 
cording to "At Random/ his 
reminiscences published b> 
Random House. 
For fun. he collected 
clocks, pipes and radios; 
wrote joke books and humor 
columns, lectured and 
appeared on "What’s My 
Line?"; nurtured and col­ 
lected Faulkner, O’Neill, 
Capote, Joyce and others for 
Random House which he 
founded in 19?7 and sold to 
RCA in ’65 for $38 million. 
He relished good peanut 
brittle, outrageous puns, 
chocolate and Cadillacs; 
made shrewd but honorable 
business deals; kept meticu­ 
lous scrapbooks and diaries 
from high school on, in an 
elfish, crim ped hand; 
dressed elegantly, treated 
people the same, and hap­ 
pily submitted to a series of 
interviews by the Columbia 
Oral History program. 
"Bennett was a happy 
m a n . He was n e v e r 
depressed. He never took a 
pill, he was never sick. He 
was interested in everything 
and had a fa n ta st ic 
memory,' says Phyllis Cerf 
Wagner, dimpled, auburn- 
haired, a pretty peach 
dumpling who married Cerf 
in 1940 when she was 24 and 
he was 40, and who stayed 
lovingly married to him for 
30 years. 
"And he was really never 
threatened, which I think is 
very im p o r t a n t . For 
openers, he knew his parents 
adored him, and he knew he 
was bright. He could allow 
people to grow, therefore, 
without worrying that they’d 
replace him." 


And he had absolute trust 
that they’d do what he ex­ 
pected of them. "Once," she 
says, "he asked Albert Ers- 
kine, one of his editors, a 
Southerner who’s adorable 
but not used to killing him­ 
self with work-once he 
asked him to do a piece over 
the weekend on William 
Faulkner for the Book of the 
Month Club newsletter. And 
Albert said, I don't do things 
as quickly as you, Bennett, I 
can’t possibly. And Bennett 
said, of course you can. 
Well, Albert came in bleary- 
eyed on Monday and said, 
how is this piece and Bennett 
said, perfect. Then Albert 
went home to bed for a 
week," she says laughing. 


When Cerf, the 4 * ^ 8 
young publisher ("God, nt 
was spoiled-every hostess 
w anted him as the extra 
man*) m arried Phyllis 
Fraser, a former child ac­ 
tress who was writing com­ 
mercials for Flit, "the bug 
thing of the day," ahe says, 
he trusted her to do well, too. 


"We bought this town- 
house in the East ’60s and 
Bennett’s partners wife 
said to her husband, how can 
you let that man do this to 
that little girl? She’ll have to 
furnish it, hire servants, 


etc.-why don’t you stop 
him? But it never occurred 
to Bennett it was a hard job 
because he was so excited 
about it." 


So it never occurred to 
her, either. What he asked of 
her she did. Usually. 


"When I hired people, they 
always understood that he 
could and would call up 
suddenly and say, I’m bring­ 
ing Sinclair Lewis and 20 
others home for dinner. I 
bought one of the first deep 
freezes which was a salva­ 
tion to our life. And he never 
complained about the bills. 


The only time I ever 
balked was at our home in 
Mt. Kisco. We were showing 
people the grounds (42 
acres) when I heard some­ 
one ask Bennett, what do 
you know about flowers? 
Nothing, he said, but my 
Phyllis is going to go to 
Columbia and learn all that. 
Well, for the first and only­ 
time I said, no I’m not! But I 
still ran the gardens," she 
laughs. 


She ar r a n g e d their 
frenetic social life so Cerf 
had time to read manu­ 
scripts and write his col­ 
umns, and took charge of 
their two young sons, out 
when he suggested that she 
take up charity work-’He 
said I had a brain and should 
use it*-she listened instead 
to her friend Alicia Patter­ 
son who was putting out a 
little suburban newspaper 
called Newsday (today, the 
country’s largest suburban 
daily) from her garage. 
Charity work? 
Nonsense. 


Come write for me, Alicia 
said, and she did. 
"But Bennett also gave me 
room to become an editor at 
Random House. I was very 
involved in his work behind 
the scenes and I worked on 
children’s books." She origi­ 
nated Dr. Seuss’ Beginner 
Books and, "I thought of our 
Land Mark series." In Cerf’s 
book, though, that comes 


across as his inspiration. 
She laughs and says, "Some­ 
times he forgot a little, but it 
really didn’t matter. We ran 
a kind of mama, papa 
store." 
It was the kind where 
mama was allowed to deal 
with what papa found dis­ 
tasteful sometimes. "Ben­ 
nett really couldn’t handle 
drunks and some authors 
are drunks, so he’d send 
them in to me," she recalls 
with mock exasperation. 
"Phyllis will take care of 
everything, he’d say, and 
often I did." 
But what truly ex­ 
asperated her was his pas­ 
sion for his own publicity. 
•He adored seeing his name 
in ads. There was no way 
around it; I couldn’t stop 
him. Alicia was as outraged 
as I was and we’d say, how 
can a distinguished publ­ 
isher like you lend yourself 
to this kind of thing? And 
he’d say, it’s terrific. 
"Well, after he did an L&M 
endorsement which was 
dreadful, Alicia and I had 
people around the country 
send him irate letters we’d 
composed, saying I’ve al­ 
ways admired you as a pub­ 
lisher but seeing you hawk 
cigarettes is a joke. We’d 
keep after him about it, but 
he’d say, no one else agrees 
with you. 
"Finally, it got to be too 
much and we said, we know 
you’ve gotten 50 letters of 
protest because we wrote 
them!" 
And Cerf, who truly knew 
how to live, did what was 
natural. 
Mrs. Wagner smiles 
fondly and says, "He slapped 
his * thigh and roared with 
laughter."
